Need Prior Approval 


All Medina County farm ers are 
rem inded that if they are to re ­ 
ceive paym ent for any w inter le­ 
gum e practice they are planning 
to ta r r y out this fall, they m ust 
obtain a w ritten piior approval 
from the County Com mittee before 
the practice is carried out. In o r­ 
der to get a prior approval tho 
sales receipt showing where the 
seed was bought must be turned in 
not later than Dec. I. 194 7, or 
no paym ent can be made. 
A ustrian winter peas and hubam 
clover are the w inter legumes rec­ 
ommended for 
Medina 
County. 
There will be a payment of $.535 
per pound for 
austrian 
winter 
peas and $.075 per pound for hu­ 
bam clover. In order to qualify 
for AAA payment, winter legum e 
seed*should *be properly inoculat­ 
ed with fresh inoculant*: and seed­ 
ed not later than Dec. I, 1947. 
Phosphate and potash should Ho 
applied in all areas where needed. 
Limited grazing will be permitted 
but all livestock must be rem ov­ 
ed sufficiently early for the crop 
to make a good growth.

Substitutes For 
Meat? Here Are 
Some Answers 


COLLEGE STATION — Home­ 
makers are as anxious as anyone 
else to help out in the 
govern­ 
m ent’s food conservation program, 
but when it comes right down to 
planning menus foi meatless days. 
the questions that are hard to 
answer are “ What will take the 
place of meat? Will the family 
like it?” 
Louise Mason, food preparation 
specialist of the Texas A & M 
College Extension Service, 
say 
that meatless Tuesdays may de­ 
velop into more of a problem in 
the home than poultryless Thurs­ 
days. because most families plan 
two and sometimes three meals a 
day around meat. lake the mea 
away and the gap that is left in 
the menu is mighty hard to fill. 
Wholesome menus for meat It- 
days are not impossible, however, 
and to prove her point. Miss Ma­ 
son has several suggestions. Irish 
potato pancakes can be substitut­ 
ed at the breakfast table for the 
usual main dish

flour pancakes, or bacon- or ham- 
and-eggs. For a noon-day meal, 
there’s macaroni ring with cream­ 
ed salmon the 8-oz. can of salmon 
will serve six, which is an import­ 
ant thing to remember in these 
days of high prices, For supper, 
few people can resist the sight ol 
a fluffy, piping hot cheese omelet. 
The addition of fruit, fresh and 
cooked vegetables to each of these 
main dishes will provide appetiz­ 
ing as well as nutritious meals.

And while discussing the park, there are a num ­ 
ber of related subjects w orth m entioning. For o n e

*o prom inently in the news a week ago. As a baseball 
field it is not necessarily an eyesore, but it is certain­ 
ly an eyesore the way it is now, with the ram-shackl*1 
fence around it catching every wayward scrap of 
paper the wind happens to blow by. Perhaps soon the 
city will have the property and will take steps to 
build upon it and landscape the ground. W hen this 
happen? it will be a great boon to the city o f Hondo. 
But th at is probably some time o ff. Even if it were 
only a matter of months, som ething should be done 
right now to improve its appearance.

CASE OF THE LOCAL SCHOOL TEACHER 


One Texas Town Gets Results In Its Own Way 


It is reported that a pretty young school teacher, about a week after she a r r iv e d 


in a West Texas town to begin h e r fall term in the city schools, received a type­ 


written anonymous note — very business like, brief and specific — which r e a d , ‘‘We 


expect you to trade in M arfa.” Evidently the town which paid her salary felt she h a d 


a certain responsibility, which she might overlook if it were not brought to her 
attention. 


The fact th at many thousands of dollars are paid annually to School Superin­ 


tendents, Principals, and Teachers, and that this m o n e y is raised by taxation alone, 


should lead this well paid group to do most of its buying in the town th at pays its 


salaries; to support the town and taxpayers who support them. 


C iti z en s n o t ic e t h es e things. 


The am ount of money spent on such salaries must finally be determ ined by the 
ability cf thi> taxpayers to pay. Tile general prosperity of a town is determ ined by its 


trade. The more trade, the higher property values grow, and then larger tax levies 


are possible when needed to support larger local school budgets. Send or spend local 
money (.ut of town, und business lag?, property values decrease, and the ability of 


taxpayers to pay slumps greatly. Budgets and salaries might have to be cut. Persons 


move away. Jobs become fewer. A dead town results from continued slowing down 
of local business, especially the spending of Hometown citizens. Good business is 
m erely the loyal support of local business by local citizens.
